Says Farmers May 
Miss Tax Credits 


Farmers may be losing as much 
as $1,000 by paying more income 
tax than necessary, according to 
Chafles L. Lott, president of the 
Adams County Farmers’ Associa­ 
tion, who said his organization 
can supply tax forms that are 
needed but were not sent farm­ 
ers by the Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice. 
‘Too many farmers do not 
know they are eligible for an in­ 
vestment credit deduction on their 
income tax,” Lott said. “The rea­ 
son is that the IRS did not send 
the investment credit Form 3468 
along with the regular tax forms 
to farmers.” 
The use of Form 3468 enables 
the farmer to reduce his tax lia­ 
bility by up to seven per cent of 
his basis of qualified investment 
in such things as equipment, silos, 
storage structures and etc. This 
credit is mandatory, and if not 
taken, 
IRS 
could 
conceivably 
make the farmer refund the credit 
which he did not take if the as­ 
set were traded or sold in the 
next eight years, Lott said. Forms 
may be secured from the district 
IRS office or the Pennsylvania 
Farmers’ Association, 21st and 
Chestnut Ste., Camp Hill.

Hon. A. H. Coffroth, Repro 
sentative in Congress from this 
District, voted against the Con­ 
stitutional A m e n d m e n t to 
abolish Slavery in the United 
States, when it was up, and 
failed, at the last session of Con­ 
gress, on account of not having 
a two-thirds majority.
